will, says’ a Press Note 
issued by the Government of 
India Burean of Public Informa-

The story behind this de- 
velopment is one of remarkable 
interest. For 80 years “the 
question of converting Cochin 
into a deep-sea port has been 
considered from time to time. 
A strong casé was put by the 
Local Chamber of Commerce in 
1880 and, as a result. a report 
was prepared which showed 
that the.cost involved would be 
beyond the financial capacity of

.The Great Problem 

The great problem at Cochin 
has ‘been to dig a three-mile 
channel through a wide bar of 
sand out at sea which effective- 
ly blocks the entrance -to the 
port for any but vessels of shal- 
low draft. . Years ago, when 
were more primitive. 
the excavation and maintenance 
of this channel would have been 
much too expensive. The sand 
was described as too hard to 
dredge, while mud would fill up 


~jthe channel during rough wea- 


ther — for dredging was only 
possible three or four months of

With the development’ of 
dredges 30 years ago, the out- 
look for Cochin brightened.” As 
a result of the work done by
